There was an interesting hearing before 
Judge Holmes of the Supreme Court on the 
question of the right of a State court to enjoin 
a National. bank.

‘THE OUSTING OF BRECKINRIDGE. 

Clifton R. Breckinridge has been ousted 
from the seat to which John M. Clayton was 
elected legally and his name has been stricken 
from the roll of the House of Representatives. 
The seat must remain vacant until another 
élection can be had, as its rightful occupant 
was murdered by Democratic assassins, Thus 
this foul wrong has been expiated partly by 
the righteous action of the House, and Mr. 
Breckinridge’s title, dark with fraud and 
tainted with blood, has been pronounced in- 
valid.

That 
district in the election of 1888 went Anti- 
Democratic by more than 3,000 majority, but 
was counted for Breckinridge by 846. It is 
needless to explain the methods by which 
Clayton’s majority was suppressed and Breck- 
inridge was counted in.

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OUR MEW CRUISER. 

The new cruiser San Francisco, which was 
begun April 1. 1888, and launched Oct, 26, 
1889, has proved itself the handsomest and 
swiftest vessel of its class in the navy. Its 
sister ship, the Philadelphia, on its recent 
trial trip off the Long Island coast made an 
average speed of 19.68 knots for four eonsecu- 
tive hours. The San Francisco on the 16th of 
J uly last made an unofficial trip of ten hours, 
during a part of which time it reached a speed 
or 10 knots. The 27th of August it made its 
first official trial trip in Santa Barbara Channel 
and reached the speed of 19.72 knots for. four 
consecutive hours, which not only beats the 
Philadelphia and Baltimore but the naval 
regord also. It has earned and is entitled to 
its hundred thousand dollar premium which 
was offered for every quarter knot in excess of 
nineteen. 

The San Francisco was built by the Union 
Iron Works of the city which is its name- 
sake at a cost of $1,426,000, and naturally is a 
source of pride to the Pacific coast. It is 820 
feet long, has a displacement of 4,083 tons, 
and is propelled by engines of 7,500 horse- 


ocean blue at something like railroad speed. 
They will be swift enough and strong enough 
to overtake and grapple with anything of 
their size, and swift enough to show a clean 
pair of heels when overmatched. The Cali- 
fornians are to be congratulated for the suc- 
cess their cruiser has achieved. It is an ob- 
ject lesson in the possibilities and capabilities 
of American shipbuilding. It now remains 
to be seen, however, whether the San Fran- 
cisco will retain its laurels. The latest pro- 
posed addition to the fast cruisers is a 7,300- 
ton vessel, which will have triple instead, of 
double screws, arranged in a novel manner 
upon plans suggested by Chief Engineer Mel- 
ville and accepted by the Secretary of the 
Navy. He is confident the new cruiser will 
attain a speed of 22 knots an hour, with no 
diminution of safety, and greater economy in 


ordinary cruising. 


SPEAKER REED’S MAGNIFICENT VINDI- |* 
CATION. 

No candidate for Congress ever before has 
been attacked more bitterly and venomously 
than was Speaker in his recent candi- 
dacy for reélection./ In every part of the 
United States, North, South, East, West, he 
was the target for partisan Democratic malig- 
nity. There was not a Democratic leader in 
the United States who did not want him de- 
feated. The New England Democratic papers 
rivaled the New York, and Western Demo- 
cratic papers rivaled the Southern, in scurril- 
ous abuse of the man who had the courage to 
do his duty.

The whole Republican vote of the district and 
the votes of a good many Democrats and labor 
men also were given to him, thus more than 
doubling his majority of two years ago. He 
has been in Congress fourteen years con- 
tinuously and during the last ten years 
his majorities have mounted steadily up- 
ward. In 1876 it was 1,092; im 1880, 117;

1890, 4,752. The Republicans of his district 
evidently are proud of their Czar’’ Reed, 
and feel that he is doing good work in the 
House. They are proud of his record on the 
quorum question, and that he has broken up 
the Democratic pretense that Democrats pres- 
ent in the Chamber and not voting can break 
a quorum by sitting dumb when their names 
are called, He has shown them that that trick 
will not win and that they can be counted as 


present in the Chamber, if they are. He has 


put an end to the obstructive, paralyzing dic- 
tation of the minority, and set a wholesome 
example to all legislative bodies throughout 
the Union by which a factious minority no 
longer can defeat legislation by atrick.

After the Senate had knuckled down to the 


Sugar Trust Monday by taking brown sugars: 


off the free list and raising the duty on the 
refined article from four to six tenths of a 
cent a pound—the effect of which was to send 
trust certificates up—it proceeded to oe 
out of the bill the proviso that 

It an export duty shall hereafter be laid upon 
sugar or molasses by any country from whence 
the same may be imported, such sugar or molasses 
s0 imported shall be subject to duty as provided 
by law prior to the passage of this act. 


The reason assigned for leaving this out is 
that Spain for many years has had an export 
duty of a sixth of a cent a pound on Cuban 
and Porto Rican sugars and has pledged the 
revenue from that source for the payment 
of the interest on certain bonds. Without 
the consent of its creditors it could not de- 
prive them of their security or substitute 


something else for it. 


This does not justify, however, the striking 
out of the entire provision.

which can be removed at once without doing 
an injury to any one. Such is the case with 
the British West§India Islands, for instance,

In an account of the African lake and river 
systems, printed in the current number of 
Scribner's, Mr. Stevens, the explorer, gives 
some interesting data. Africa’s watershed is 
located in the region. recently traversed by Mr. 
Stanley. Mr. Stevens says: 

Assuming that a shower of rain, extending over 
afew hundred square miles of territory in the 
region immediately south of the Albert Nyanza, 
Central Africa, fell when this magazine went to 
press, such of the rainfall as was not absorbed by 
the soil is now hurrying oceanward in three oppo- 
site directions. Part will reach the Mediterranean 
by way of the Nile; some will join the Zambesi and 
the Shire to the Indian Ocean, and the remainder 
will help swell the volume of the Congo, which 
pours a mighty stream six miles. wide into the 
Atlantic. 

Mr. Stevens 3 that there are 3,375 
miles of uninterrupted river navigation acces- 
sible from the sea, and that the total length of 
navigable waters is more than 12,000 miles. 
To connect these waters, not by canals but 
by railroads, is the problem which the Eu- 
ropean Powers are studying, and the solution 
has begun already. The principal lines thus 
far projected are: one around the cataracts of 
the Congo from Vivi to Stanley Pool; a sec- 
ond from the Mediterranean coast to the 
Upper Niger; a third from Suakim, on the 
Red Sea, to Berber on the Nile; and a fourth 
from Mombasa, on the east coast, to the Vic- 
toria Nyanza. Besides these, Maj. Wissmann, 
in his interview printed in a late issue of 
Tas Trreunz, speaks of shorter lines to be 
constructed on the east coast from Bagamayo 
to Dar-es-Sulaam, with cable connection to 
Zanzibar, and from Tonga to Usambara. The 
Congo road presents no difficulties of con- 
structibn, nor does that from Suakim 
to Berber, which will form the first step in 
England’s advance into the Soudan. The 
Niger road will soon be commenced by 
France. * It will start at Constantin in Algeria 
and, crossing the Atlas Mountains, traverse 
Sahara, taking advantage of well-watered 
oases, and terminate at Lake Tchad, whence 
there will be easy communication westward 
across rich provinces, which already have 
made treaties with France, to the great bend 
of the Niger, which is also under French con- 
trol, The last of these great lines, the Mom- 
basa and Nyanza, was begun by the British 
East.Africa company about a week ago. The 
length of the line will be about 500 miles and 
will traverse a territory much of which has 
an elevation of from 3,000 to 5,000 feet and is 
reputed to have a climate in which white men 
can live easily. The road is to be built 
in sections of forty miles at atime, and by the 
time of its completion the company will have 
a fleet of steamerson the great lake. The 
coming century bids fair to witness great 
events in this hitherto almost unknown and 
unexplored region, a wonderful development 
of its resources, and a rush of immigration 
when locomotive whistles are heard screech- 
ing in the great desert and along the shores of 
the Niger, the. Congo, andthe vast Central 
African lakes. The railroad is the great civil- 
izer and is destined to illuminate the Dark 
Continent and rescue it from the grasp of bar- 
barians and pygmies, opening up its rich re- 
gions to new peoples and developing ts im- 
mense commercial possibilities.

The Lake Shore and Michigan Southern in- 
formed Chairman Blanchard yesterday morn- 
ing that unless the Chicago and Grand Trunk 
could be induced to adopt the new uniform 
bill of lading it would resume the use of the 
old bill of lading.
